Telegram from Asias to Barber: wants two sets of the Panamanian coins by the follow- 
ing Tuesday to show his government. (1 Page) CF #11 


Letter from Arias & Morales to Barber: they have received his box #13 and they have 
sent him a check on J.P. Morgan & Co. for $1,000.00. Please begin coining 
next week. (1 Page) CF #12 


Letter from Arias to Barber: Arias (In New York City) did not have time to go to the 
Mint to get the two sets of coins, so he Is sending Mr. Florencio Arosemena

Letter from Arias & Morales to Barber. They appreciate his attention to the 
Panamanian coinage; by tomorrow there should be another 500,000 ounces of 
silver from American Smelting & Refining Co. Please let them know as soon as 
coinage begins.

Letter from Arias & Morales: If not enough silver to complete the coinage (1% Million 
ounces sent), Barber should order the necessary amount and bill them. Please 
hurry. If more dies are needed, go ahead and make them. (1 Page) CF #17 


Letter from Arias to Barber. They hgve written to the Superintendent of the Mint to 
coin all the silver on hand so the account of silver bought to date can be 
closed. Send bill for any extra dies made. Let them know how many usable 
dies remain so they can let their government know. Merry Christmas.

Letter to John H. Landis, Superintendent of the Mint, from Wm. Nelson Cromwell, 
General Counsel to the Panamanian Government, as Special Fiscal Com- 
missioner in place of Arlas & Morales. Government wants to complete as fast 
as possible the coinage of the $3 million silver currency. Deliveries so far are 
$2,071,013.82 Panamanian coinage; balance to be coined is $928,986.18 
Panamanian. Has purchased 672,005.23 Troy ounces pure silver, which will be 
shipped to the Mint at the rate of 70,000 ounces or more per day. Amount of 
each denomination to strike is carefully listed.

Article 2nd, The prvisional coat of arms of the Republic rests on a 
green field, symbol of vegetation,and is of the generally called ogival 
form, and divided into three parté. 

The center or Place of honor represents the Isthms with 
its sea and its sky in which are to be seen the moon rising on the waves 
and the sun setting behind ie mountains, this marking the solemn hour 
of our first shout for Independence. 

The upper part is subdivided into two parts: on the right hand -. 
side on a silvery field a sword and a gun are to be seen hanging in Pr eer 
abandoméd manner to signify the closing of our civil wars, the cause of 
our ruins on the left hand side, on a red fieli are to be seen a 
shining shovel ani a shining pick-axe cwossing eacl other symbOlizing

The point of the coat of arms is also devided into two pare:

Above the eagle,in an arch shape,ther= are seven golden 
stars, representing the seven provinoes into which is divided the Repu- 
blic, As decorative accesories there are on each side two national flags 


drawn in their lower part.
